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FACILITIES 


All  facilities  of  the  Philadelphia  College  of  the  Performing  Arts  which 
are  described  in  the  Admissions  Bulletin  '77-  '78,  are  available  to  all 
students  enrolled  in  the  School  of  Dance.  In  addition,  the  School  of 
Dance  is  housed  in  a  building  located  at  1035  Spruce  Street,  about  three 
blocks  from  the  main  PCPA  building. 

SCHOOL  OF  DANCE  BUILDING  -  The  School  of  Dance  of  the  Philadelphia  College 
of  the  Performing  Arts  is  housed  in  one  of  Philadelphia's  most  historic 
buildings.  Now  designated  as  a  national  historic  landmark,  the  building 
at  1035  Spruce  Street  dates  back  to  1839  when  it  was  built  and  owned  by 
U.S.  Senator  Matthew  Quay. 

The  building  has  spacious  classrooms  and  studios,  an  impressive  library, 
and  a  large  ballroom  which  is  enhanced  by  a  beautiful  hand-crafted  vin- 
tage Roosevelt  Tracker  Pipe  Organ  and  frescoes  adorning  the  alcoves. 
The  facilites  arc  large  and  have  hosted  such  visiting  ballet  companies 
as  the  Bolshoi  and  the  Stuttgart. 

DANCE  LIBRARY  -  In  addition  to  the  main  PCPA  Library,  students  of  dance 
have  available  to  them  the  Lattimore-Nahumck  Dance  Collection,  one  of  the 
largest  and  most  diversified  collections  devoted  to  dance  in  the  United 
States.  Books,  films,  monographs,  notated  scores,  prints,  music  tapes 
and  records,  and  journals  on  dance,  in  western  and  non-western  cultures 
and  on  movement  in  general,  are  available  to  students  as  resource 
materials  for  research  studies  and  dance  compositions.

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CURRICULUM 


Ihe  primary  objective  of  the  dance  curriculum  is  to  develop  the  dancer's 
body  into  a  well-tuned  instrument.  In  the  various  classes,  each  student 
deals  directly  with  processes,  materials,  medium  and  product  from  a  first 
level  experience  in  movement  to  a  finished  choreographic  work.  Dance  is 
taught  as  an  art  and  the  dancer  learns  to  use  his/her  body  in  a  variety 
of  expressive  ways  so  that  the  totality  of  his/her  perceptions  are  in 
constant  expansion. 

Because  of  the  late  date  of  the  merger  between  the  Philadelphia  College 
of  the  Performing  Arts  and  the  Dance  Academy,  the  dance  curriculum  is 
still  undergoing  extensive  consideration.  The  curriculum  which  is  listed 
on  the  following  pages  will  be  subject  to  close  review  and  consideration 
over  the  next  few  months.  At  the  present  time,  the  following  curriculum 
is  the  official  dance  curriculum,  however  it  is  subject  to  possible 
change  and  alteration.

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AUDITION  PROCEDURES 


AUDITION  REQUIREMENT  (Performance/Choreography  Applicants) 

Kach  person  applying  for  admission  to  the  School  of  Dance  as  a  perfor- 
mance or  choreography  major,  must  perform/execute  a  dance  composition 
or  a  technical  study  which  reflects  the  applicant's  ability,  talent,  and 
proficiency  level.  The  composition  may  be  the  applicant's  or  one  which 
has  been  choreographed  by  another  person.  Each  audition  should  be  long 
enough  to  reflect  the  applicant's  ability  and  talent,  however,  in  most 
cases,  the  dance  audition  should  be  timed  to  last  from  3-5  minutes. 

In  addition  to  the  required  audition,  each  applicant  will  be  required 
to  attend  a  one  and  one-half  hour  appropriate  level  ballet  and  modern 
dance  class.  Attendance  and  participation  in  this  class  will  allow 
necessary  and  adequate  assessment  of  the  applicant's  potential  and 
ability.  This  required  class  will  be  on  the  same  day  as  the  scheduled 
audition. 

Important  aspects  which  will  be  taken  into  consideration  during  the 
audition  are:  body  structure,  weight,  rhythmic  coordination,  evidence 
of  willingness  to  work  and  learn,  and  potential  for  professional 
development. 

When  geographic  distance  precludes  a  personal  audition,  a  film,  video- 
tape or  still  photographs  (less  acceptable)  may  be  submitted  with  the 
application  in  lieu  of  the  personal  audition.  In  such  cases,  the  appli- 
cant will  be  required  to  attend  the  appropriate  level  ballet  and  modern 
dance  class  as  soon  as  geographical  distance  and  time  permits. 

Costume  requirements  for  auditions  include:  leotards,  tights  (without 
feet  for  modern  dance),  ballet  shoes  (if  desired),  a  towel,  and  music, 
if  needed. 

Auditions  arc  held  in  the  Ballroom  of  the  School  of  Dance  at  1035  Spruce 
Street,  Philadelphia,  PA  19107. 
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AUDITION  REQUHIBIENT  (Non- Performance  Applicants) 

Each  person  applying  for  admission  to  the  School  of  Dance  as  a  non-per- 
formance major  will  be  required  to  attend  a  one  and  one-half  hour  appro- 
priate level  ballet  and  modern  dance  class.  Attendance  and  participation 
in  this  class  will  allow  necessary  and  adequate  assessment  of  the  appli- 
cant's potential  and  ability.  Attendance  at  this  class  will  be  scheduled 
on  the  specified  audition  dates  which  are  listed  on  the  following  page. 

In  addition  to  attendance  at  the  dance  class,  applicant's  for  a  non-per- 
formance dance  major  will  be  interviewed  by  members  of  the  School  of 
Dance  faculty,  in  an  effort  to  adequately  assess  the  applicant's  Know- 
ledge, ability,  and  potential  for  professional  development. 

Applicants  for  non -performance  majors  may  elect  to  audition  in  the  same 
manner  as  those  who  are  applying  as  performance  majors.  However,  this  is 
entirely  up  to  the  applicant,  as  an  audition  is  not  required  for  the  non- 
performance major.  If  the  applicant  desires  to  audition,  in  addition  to 
his/her  attendance  at  the  appropriate  level  ballet  and  modern  dance  class, 
he/she  should  notify  the  admissions  office  of  this  intention.  An  audition 
should  consist  of  the  performance  of  a  composition  or  teclinical  study  which 
reflects  the  applicant's  ability,  talent,  and  proficiency  level.  The 
composition  may  be  original,  or  one  choreographed  by  another  person.  The 
audition  should  be  timed  to  last  from  3-5  minutes. 

Costume  requirements  include:  leotards,  tights  (without  feet  for  modern 
dance),  ballet  shoes  (if  desired),  a  towel,  and  music,  if  needed.

4.)  Scholastic  Aptitude  Test  (SAT)  score  results  (no  specific 
score  cut-off  is  employed) . 


5.)  A  requested  audition  date  by  completing  the  appropriate 
space  (slot)  provided  on  the  application  for  admission.
